Supplies of Leaf

Cement Shortage: A Denial 


A denial that there was a cement short- 
age last autumn is given by Mr. H. W. L. 
Reddish, chairman of the Rugby Portland 
Cement Co. Ltd., in his speech which 
accompanies the report of the directors for 
1940. It is true, he says, that here and 
there there were temporary transport diffi- 
culties and that supplies were distributed 
in accordance with Government  instruc- 
tions, but at no time did cement and 
clinker stocks in manufacturers’ works fall 
below 322,000 tons. And, continues Mr. 
Reddish, today there are several times 
this amount, and cement may be purchased 
freely without coupons or any other form 
of authority being reqlired. Consumption 
of cement in Britain during 1940 was less 
than in 1939, and the company’s own 
deliveries were correspondingly down. Total 
production, however, was slightly in excess 
of that for 1939.

Burch, criticised the tax on the 
ground that it prevented the accumulation 
of liquid resources to meet present and 
post-war difficulties. 

Mr. Herbert Smith, speaking to share 
holders of British Ropes, pointed gut the 
particular hardship involved by E.P.T. in 
the case of companies like British Ropes, 
whose profit standards were fixed in 
years of development. The chairman of 
Orient Trust, Mr. F. E. Maguire, spoke of 
the severity of the tax on the rubber 
industry, when no retention was permitted 
of the profits resulting from an increased 
production, which would eventually operate 
to the disadvantage of the industry. 


Soldiers Sentenced.—At Kilmainham 


District Court yesterday, three 
soldiers, Privates Evans, Broderick and 
Byrne, were convicted of causin 
malicious damage to an unoccupie 
house on the Naas road, near Rath- 
coole, the property of Colonel Vers- 
choyle Campbell. They were sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment, the 
sentence not to take effect if each man 
paid £5 compensation to the owner.

STATEMENT BY 
MR. DE VALERA 


— 


R. DE VALERA, in moving the 
M second reading of the Second 
Amendment or the Constitution 
Bill, 1940, in the Dail yesterday, said 
thi. the Constitution itself provided 
that any time within three years after 
its passing amendments could be 
effected in the Dail i reference 
to the le. After June next any 
cones Be could only be effected by 
referendum to the people. During the 
period which had elapsed since the 
ing of the Constitution the various 
overnment departments had noted 
its working, and their recommenda- 
tions had sent to the Govern- 
ment for examination, and this bill 
was the result. The majority of the 
proposed amendments clari the 
texts and remedied certain errors 
which had crept in. ae 

When the original Constitution was 
before the House an amendment was 
made in English, and when the Irish 
text was being altered to conform a 
phrase which should have been dropped 
was allowed to remain in. There were 
however, two or three amendments of 
a more important character; one pro- 
vided that actions taken by the 
Government in time of war or armed 
rebellion should not be governed by 
the Constitution. At the outbreak of 
war an amendment believed sufficient 
to effect that was passed. Considera- 
tion since had suggested ‘‘a time of 
war” might not end with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, and the proposed 
amendment provided that the ‘ armed 
conflict’? should not be deemed to 
have ended until each of the Houses 
of the Oireachtas should have resolved 
that the national emergency occasioned 
by such armed conflict had ceased to 
exist. 

Another important amendment  re- 
lated to the habeas corpus position. In 
that some changes were being made 
from the existing text, but the practice 
proposed there was in the main con- 
tinuing what was regarded as the usual 

ractice in the case of habeas corpus. 

he principal change was that when 
a conditional order of Aabeas corpus 
was granted the President of the High 
Court could decide that the application 
for an absolute order should be heard 
by three judges, and that if any ques- 
tion arose as to the validity of the law, 
that matter should be referred to the 
Supreme Court. 


TRANSFERRED 
OFFICERS 


There was also an amendment de- 
signed to clarify the position of 
‘transferred ofhcers.” An amendment 
was then brought in to the effect that 
they should, notwithstanding the Article 
in the Constitution, make it. definite 
that the rights which transferred offi- 
cers had under the 1929 Act should be 
in the Constitution, and their position 
safeguarded by the Constitution itself. 
The House at the time rejected that 
amendment, which had been “te age” 
by Deputy Rice. The Article as it 
stood sought to make certain that in 
the change over from one position to 
another, caused by the introduction 
and passing of the new Constitution, 
there would be no interference by itself 
with any existing rights of officers of 
State. it was suggested that they had 
Constitutional rights as it stood. 

He had rejected the amendment and 
the Article passed in the form it now 
stood. A doubt, however, had since 
been expressed as to whether inadver- 
tently the Article might be thought to 
have a meaning which it was sought to 
give effect to by the amendment moved 
by Deputy Rice. The purpose of the 
present amendment was to see that 
that opinion could not be held. 


* EXTRAORDINARY 


PROCEDURE ” 


Professor ]J. M. O’SULLIVAN (F.G., 
Kerry) said that, technically, they had 
before them a Constitution in the Irish 
language, to which there was an 
appended translation in English. There 
was, however, a suspicion that it was 
the other way around. Looking at the 
amendments, that suspicion seemed to 
be justified. The Irish text had been 
amended, and there was no corre- 
sponding amendment to the English 
text. The whole method of procedure 
was extraordinary. 'A certain amount 
of editing appeared to have been done 
by three people—the Taoiseach was one 
and the Chief Justice was another. 
They had a schedule and an Act, one 
of which contradicted the other. He 
did not object to editing of an Act of 
Parliament by a person outside the 
House in the case of the Constitution, 
but it was a bad precedent. There was 
evidence of rather unconscious humour 
on the part of the Taoiseach in those 
amendments, and « face-saving almost 
Oriental in its degree. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that the House was being asked to 
make these amendments to the Consti- 
tution only after the Taoiseach had 
heard from a few Government depart- 
me that they were necessary. Mr. 
Norton said that he had no trust in 
Government departments at all, 
especially so far as Constitutional were 
concerned. An all-party committee to 
examine the tienes mt A would have 
been advisable, and would have been 
at least a gesture of courtesy to the 
House. 

One amendment proposed seriously 
to affect the position of transferred 
officers. Although the Constitution 
guaranteed to such officers whatever 
statutory rights they had under the 
old Constitution and under the Trans- 
ferred Officers (Compensation) Act, 
1929, they had now an amendment to 
the effect that whatever rights were 
ee could not invalidate any 
uture law passed by the Oireachtas. 
Notwithstanding present guarantees 
the rights of these officers had already 
been infringed, and an action had been 
started in the courts for certain de- 
clarations. 


RAGS AND PATCHES 


Mr. J. M, DILLON (F.G.. 
Monaghan), said that few would 
forget the Taoiseach’s purple passage 
when he arrived in that House with 
a copy of the original Constitution, 
and described it as a thing of rags 
and patches. To-day the Taoiseach 
had come along with a workbag for a 
patchwork quilt. Whatever amend- 
ments were made in the original Con- 
stitution had substance and purpose. 
The Taoiseach had. come along with 
twenty-eight amendments after 
eighteen months’ working of his Con- 
stitution. 

No minority in the world, he said, 
when faced with an unscrupulous 
majority grinding them down had 
been protected by a paper Constitu- 
tion. Too many people in this coun- 
try, and in many countries, were 
allowing themselves to be dazzled by 
Constitutions written on paper promis- 
ing justice and a new order of 
reedom. The true fact was that it 
was not the system of government that 
mattered, but the men who operated 


it. 

Mr. T. LINEHAN (F.G., Cork) said 
that on behalf of his constituency he 
resented the time of the House being 
wasted on Constitutions, when the

MR. DE VALERA’S 


REPLY =- 


Mr. DE VALERA, concluding, said 
that they were dealing with these 
amendments now, as the time-limit for 
alteratioh would have expired by 
June 24, and after that ‘date 
amendment would require a referendum. 
There had been remarks made about 
the Constitution, and he would like 
to remind deputies who spoke that the 
Constitution was brought in to the 
Parliament of the day. It was dis- 
cussed over a long period; and invita- 
tions were issued to the various parties 
to try and approach the measure as 
one that affected the interests of the 
State as a whole. After an all-party 
discussion on the Constitution it was 
put to the people in a way that this 
people had never had any Jaw put to 
them, and it was then discussed on 
platform after platform. It was 
adopted by the people as their funda- 
mental law, anit as such deserved a 
greater measure of respect than any 
other law that had been passed in this 
State. 

Amendments sent in by the depart- 
ments related to improvement mainly 
in style and language—they were look- 
ing for a document more from the 
point of view that it should be inter- 
preted properly. The present amend- 

for clarity and 
to eliminate minor mistakes’ and 
errors. They considered that it would 
be better to have a written Constitu- 
tion that would embody certain prin- 
ciples and machinery which by a 
chance majority of the Government 
could not be set aside. The fact that 
it was expensive to change the Con- 
stitution by referendum was a de- 
terrent from using or abusing it. 


THE OMISSIONS 


The Constitution was passed in both 
languages by the House. When it was 
being examined the two versions were 
there side by side. Reference had been 
made to certain omissions, and an 
attempt was made to suggest that it 
was prepared in a way other than it 
was. The omissions were due to the 
fact that the amendments were brought 
in while the House was in session, and 
in the nature of things were discussed in 
English. At the time the Constitution 
was going through it was offered that 
they could set up a Committee of the 
House to make an examination of the 
Irish text. Ambiguities were found in 
every language, and some deputies took 
the view that 1t was a great disadvan- 
tage to have a fundamental law in two 
languages. Where, however, there was 
a slight ambiguity in one text, then 
they could turn to the other text, and 
they found that it was completely 
removed. Passing the Constitution, 
therefore, in two texts had that advan- 


tage. 

There were two omissions which had 
been rectified—one relating to the 
Seanad. When the change was made 
a word or two was left behind which 
did not belong to the new text. it was 
quite wrong to suggest that there was 
carelessness about the preparation of 
either text. Every effort was made to 
have the Irish text as original as 
possible in the sense of being as 
original in expression of the ideas as 
they could get. To draw conclusions 
from the omissions would be quite 
wrong. The omissions were due to the 
changes produced by the amendments 
in the House. 


ELECTION OF 


PRESIDENT 


The next thing that had been 
criticised was that they had not 
changed the mode of election of the 
President. Nobody knew better than 
he that when a person was brought 
before the people in an_ election 
opponents would say things and some- 
times fling mud. The President was, 
no doubt, the most important officer in 
the State, and to the utmost extent 
they ought to try to have a President 
who would have the respect of all sec- 
tions of the people. e felt that it 
was important when they were bring- 
ing it in that, in view of their past 
history, the chief officer of State should 
be seen by the people to have been 
elected by them, and that he was not 
the nominee of one person or another. 
It was said that they disliked an elec- 
tion so much in the last case that all 

arties agreed to the present President. 
ff they could get such a person in 
future that all the parties agreed to he 
would take it that the people would 
also be quite satisfied, and would 
agree. But if any section of the people 
was dissatisfied there was another 
method besides the nominations of the 
Dail. If the Dail elected a President 
by election there would be objections 
raised, and it would be said that there 
had been wangling of one kind or 
another 

With regard to Aabeas corpus, Mr. 
DE VALERA said that in the question 
of the three judges, the point was that 
before a conditional mé so was made 
absolute it should be decided by three 
judges, if the President of the High 
Court should consider it of sufficient 
importance to have three judges. There 
were cases in which they insisted in the 
Constitution that the whole Supreme 
Court, of five judges should act. When 
there were important cases they knew 
that judges, like other people, differed 
in their opinion. pews wanted three 
judges so that they could determine an 
issue on the rule of the majority. 
While they had to safeguard the rights 
of the individual, they also had to safe- 
guard the rights of the State or the 
community as a whole. 

The motion was carried by 57 votes 
to 41, and the Committee stage fixed 
for April 23rd.

NET EXPENDITURE OF 


£1,229.829 


Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, 
speaking on the Local Government 
estimates, said that the estimate for his 
Department in the present year made a 
provision for a net expenditure of 
£1,229,829. Grants or  housin 
amounted to £702,765, and for healt 
services to £360,790, making a total of 
£1,063,555 for the sotial services. 
There was a net increase of £18,487 in 
the vote as compared with the last 
year. The work done in improving the 
public health services had a consider- 
able influence on the maintenance of 
health and in bringing about a general 
improvement in the welfare of the com- 
munity. There had been a gratifying 
reduction in mortality from the 

rincipal notifiable and _ preventible 
infectious diseases. The mortality from 
infectious diseases in 1940 was the 
lowest on record. 

During the year 41 water supplies 
and sewerage schemes were undertaken 
at a total expenditure of £200,000, of 
which about £80,000 was met out of 
the employment schemes’ vote. There 
was a considerable reduction in the 
number of houses built by local autho- 
rities. The total number was not li 
to exceed 3,570, compared with 5,

in 1989-40, 6,932 in 1938-39, and 4,890 
in 1937-38. The number of new houses 
built by private persons and public 
utility societies in 1 1 in rural areas 
was bi 5. The number of houses re- 
constru was 2,768. Private build- 

in rural areas, taking into con- 
sideration the conditions frevailing, 
was maintained at a good level. 


PROPOSED BILL 


It was intended to introduce vet 
soon a bill extending to the 1st Apri 
1942, the period for the payment of 
grants for houses built in rural areas 
in accordance with existing regulations. 


4 Of the new houses built by docal bodies 


in the last financial year about 1,630 
were provided in urban areas 1,940 
in rural areas. The total number of 
houses pravided to date by the local 
bodies was ey 25,218 in 
urban areas and 18,230 in raral areas. 
The reduction in the number of houses 
built by local bodiés had been dis- 
appointing, but more particularly so in 
the case of the four county boroughs, 
where it was ex greater progress 
would have been made. ee 

In Dublin City several building con- 
tracts were entered into during the 
year, but the number of houses com- 
pleted fell to a very low level. The 
number was not likely to exceed 800. 
In Cork City there was also a falling- 
off in the number of houses built last 
year compared with the previous 
year. It was estimated that the 
number built in Cork would 
not exceed 190. In Limerick the 
number of houses built was estimated 
at 130, and in Waterford at 100. Only 
in Waterford did the amount built in 
1940 exceed. the number built in the 
previous year. Building operations 
were in progress in four county 
boroughs, 12 other urban areas and in 
21 counties The number of houses 
in course of construction was approxi- 
mately 3,210 in urban areas and 1,500 
in rurai areas. In rural areas, roar 
conditions had been vastly improv 
by the number of new go already 
provided by Boards of Health and by 
private persons and public utility 
societies, and proposals of an urgent 
nature for the clearance of bad housing 
conditions in non-municipal towns need 
only be considered in present condi- 
tions 


BUILDING MATERIALS 


Only in respect of certain materials 
had difficulties been experienced in the 
completion of housing contracts. ‘The 
main difficulty was sta to be in 
regard to glass and, to some extent, 
timber. In some areas the sapply of 
timber was reported to be adequate for 
another twelve months. The rationin 
of petrol had to some extent affec 
oR, on necessary for building 
activities. Every effort was being 
made to ensure that reasonable supplies 
were forthcoming to ensure the con- 
tinuance of housing contracts where 
alternative fuel for motor vehicles 


could not be used. 

During the year 8,220 allotments 
were provided for unemployed persons. 
The allotments were generally plots of 
one-sixth of an acre, and were let at 
a nominal rent of 1s. for the season. 
In special cases, where the applicants 
had large families, allotments of one- 
quarter of an acre were provided and 
a rent of 2s. per plot was charged. 


HOSPITALS’ DEFICITS 


Referring to voluntary hospitals’ 

oe Mr. Ruttledge said that the 
eficits in the accounts of those hospi- 
tals in 1939 amounted to £156,058, 
which was an increase of £41,000 on 
the amount for the previous year, and 
an increase of £106, on the amount 
of the deficit for 1933. The deficits 
for 1940 had not yet been definitely 
ascertained, but were likely to exceed 
£180,000. At the rate at which ex- 
penditure had been increasing in recent 
years the provision for endowments 
would require to be brought up to 
£6,000,000, which was double that 
already made. The provision of a per- 
manent endowment fund of six million 
pounds would make a serious encroach- 
ment on the amount which it was 
reckoned would be available for the 
erection and equipment of new hospi- 
tals, and might lead to the indefinite 
postponement of many desirable pro- 
jects, since further substantial 
additions to the fund could not be 
anticipated. 

During 1940 — amounting to 
£5,000 were made to the Medical Re- 
search Council out of the Hospitals’ 
Trust Fund. The grants _ up to 
the present amount to £22,500. Grants 
had also been made to research workers, 
both whole time and part time. Re- 
search had in one instance led to the dis- 
covery of a new serum which was likely 
to have very important results on the 
treatment of certain types of diphtheria. 
A statement from the Research Council 
on the position wis awaited. 

Referring to emergency stocks of 
medical and surgical — which 
local bodies had purchased in response 
to the Department’s advice in 1939 and 
in 1940, Mr. Ruttledge said there were 
at present seven to twelve months’ 
supplies in medical and _ surgical 
requirements and réserves of various 
stocks of food and fuel. 


PARISH COUNCILS 


The organisation of parish councils 
had been a notable development during 
the year. The work of parish com- 
mittees under the auspices of Muintir 
na Tire had shown that valuable results 
would ensue from the establishment of 
such bodies. There were now over 600 
parish councils who were taking a 
special interest in the general welfare 
of their areas. If they developed a 
spirit of co-operation ware | the people 
of the parish, they should have a very 
useful existence. 

Dealing with rates, Mr. Ruttledge 
said that full particulars of the rate 
collection by county councils at the 
3lst March were not yet available, but 
in the first nine months of the financial 
year the collection was proportionately 
much the same as in the previous year. 
In 1940 the repayments to the 
Guarantee Fund in respect of arrears 
of annuities were much in excess of 
draws upon the Fund to meet arrears 
in respect of the current sales, and con- 
sequently the county councils received 
last month not only the whole of the 
balance of the agricultural grant for the 
last financial year, but in addition a 
sum of £136,207 which had previously 
been held in the Guarantee Fund 
owing to non-payment of land 
annuities. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE concluded by ex- 
pressing his appreciation of the services 
rendered by the Corporations of Dublin 
and Dun Laoghaire when, during the 
Christmas period, they had the "n- 
happy experience of aerial bombing. 
The managers and A.R.P. staffs of the 
two Corporations, assisted by the 
L.8.F.,

COMPENSATION FOR 
CREW’S DEPENDENTS 


From Ocr CorrEsPonpEnt. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

Seven applications under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Acts were listed 
for hearing at Cork Circuit Court to- 
day as a sequel to the loss of the s.s. 
Ardmore. 

Mr. M. O’Driscoll, for the respon- 
dents, the B. and I. Co., applied for 
an adjournment. The Government, he 
said, had + goer to pay compensation 
in respect of death cr injury to seamen 
through belligerent action, but the bill 
had not yet been introduced. The 
respondents did not know what their 
rights or responsibilities would be 
under the proposed Government scheme. 

Mr. J. E iaahar, who appeared 
for several of the applicants, said that 
all the applicants had lost a bread- 
winner when th. Ardmore was lost and 
all were entitled to compensation from 
the B. and I. Co. Although respon- 
dents were a wealthy corporation and 
the judge had recommended payment 
of a certain sum weekly gon a 
settlement of the claims, such sum had 
been paid only in a few cases where 
dire need was established. That had 
happened because of the delay of a 
Government department and a wealthy 
corporation in dealing with the matter. 

Mr. O’Driscoll said that the respon- 
dents had made the payments suggested 
in every case authorised by the Govern- 
ment department. [In some cases pay- 
ment had not yet been made because 
it was considered that the details asked 
for had not yet beer completed. 

Judge O’Connor said that the appli- 
cants Sad rights under the Workmen's 
Compensation Acts and he would hear 
the cases when reached in the list. 
The judge added that the B. and I. 
Co. would not be demnified in any 
way, because he was sure a section 
would be introduced in the Govern- 
ment scheme which would relieve the 
B. and [. Co, of all responsibility.

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Strikes in Ametica 


The strike situation in the United States 
seems to be going frou bad to worse. Just 
at: the moment when the Federal Govern- 
ment is making every possible effort to 
increase production in order to implement 
the Lease and Lend Bill, and to multiply 
supplies of war material for Great Britain 
and her allies, a wave of industriai unrest 
has begun to sweep across the United 
States. According to one Senator, during 
the month of March 500,000 men-work 
days were lost in the defence industry 
alone, while it has been estimated that 
the four hundred and fifty miscellaneous 
strikes that occurred in February involved 
the loss of at least one million men-work 
days. The centres of disturbance are 
distributed throughout the country. No 
fewer than 450,000 miners are on strike 
in the United States bituminous coal 
»industry. The most important area seems 
to be that of the Crummies Creek Coal 
Company in Kentucky, where large 
numbers of negroes are employed. Here 
there have been serious clashes between the 
strikers and the police, resulting in the 
deaths of four men and the wounding of 
five others. In Buffalo, New York, a 
strike at the American Car and Foundry 
Company’s plant has thrown 1,500 men 
out of work; there is trouble at the plant 
of the Allis Chalmers Corporation in 
Milwaukee, and now there has been a 
stoppage in the famous Ford works at 
River Rouge, Michigan, the largest indus- 
trial unit in the world. Directly or 
indirectly, all these strikes are calculated 
to affect the production of war material 
for Great Britain. The Federal authorities 
manifestly are concerned at the spread of 
the stoppages, particularly since they have 
been accompanied by so much violence. 
There has been serious rioting in Harlan, 
Kentucky, which always has been regarded 
as a “tough ” area. In Milwaukee also 
the strikers have been coming into conflict 
with the police, who have been forced to 
use tear gas and to operate from armoured 
cars. The strikers’ principal weapons( 
have been stones, lumps of coal, and tins 
of yellow paint. 

It is the old story of an attempt by the 
workers to obtain higher wages and better 
conditions of labour. For all its fabulous 
wealth and growing prosperity, the United 
States is far behind Europe—and par- 
ticularly Great Britain and Ireland—in 
respect of its social legislation. Men can 
earn big wages; but they are not 
organised as the trades unions of these 
islands are organised. ‘‘ Big business’’ in 
the United States has a Bourbon-like 
attitude towards the workers. It 
represents ‘‘capitalism’’ in its most 
extreme form, and labour in the past has 
been recruited so largely from the ranks 
of immigrants who have been willing to 
take any job that has been offered ‘*o 
them, that all serious attempts to create 
solidarity among the workers have failed. 
One of the difficulties of the present 
situation, for example, is the fact that 
the great Henry Ford, possibly the 
biggest, and, in some respects, the most 
generous, employer in the world, refuses 
obstinately to recognise the right of 
collective bargaining—a right that has been 
recognised everywhere in the democracies 
of Western Europe for many a long day. 
One hardly can wonder, therefore, if the 
workers of the United States are taking 
advantage of the present emergency to 
improve their own positions. Sooner or 
later, the clash was bound to come. 
President Roosevelt has shown himself to 
be wholly out of sympathy with “big 
business’’—witness his famous “New 
Deal.” He probably is the most popular 
President whoever has occupied the White 
House, and his sympathies always have 
been with those who are known in 
America as the ‘“‘ under-privileged.’’ The 
strikes that are taking place at present 
throughout the Union must be regarded 
as part and parcel of the general upheaval 
that is shaking the world. How the 
problem will be resolved is a matter for 
the Government and people of the United 
States It is not an easy problem—far 
from it—but President Roosevelt never 
has been lacking in the imaginative 
qualities that are essential to its solution, 
and we have no doubt that his great 
imfluence will be used to bring about a 
general resumption of work at the earliest 
possible moment. 


One Ounce 


Tea will be rationed from the day after 
to-morrow on the basis of one ounce 
per person per week. The allowance is 
not princely, but there is no help for it: 
the tea simply is not available. This 
country’s supplies are obtained through 
the British Ministry of Food, and that 
Minfstry has given notice that it will not 
be possible to allocate more than half the 
normal quota. Our own Government ex- 
presses a hope that the restriction will 
not be maintained for any great length 
of time, but adds that matters may 
become worse before they become better: 
in other words, than an even more drastic 
reduction may come into effect. Some- 
what surprisingly, it appears that two 
ounces per head is the average consump- 
tion in the twenty-six counties, so that 
the one-ounce ration merely represents a 
halving of the norma) intake. Neverthe- 
less, it will go hard with the majority of 
people. Tea isa habit-forming commodity ; 
a man who is accustomed to two cups at 
such and such a meal will be unhappy 
and uncomfortable if he is compelled to 
do with one cup—and two cups of a con- 
siderably weaker brew will be an equally 
unsatisfying alternative. Most people 
can dispense with a slice or two of bread 
at tea-time, or can consent to a thinner 
application of butter, without more than 
a momentary pang; they can reduce their 
consumption of meat without discomfort ; 
but a shortage of tea will hurt. It must 
be ‘endured: the tea cannot be obtained, 
and there is no more to be said. For a 
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craving by an increased consumption of 
coffee and cocoa, but these also are im- 
ported beverages, and we may assume 
that the existing stocks of them will not 
last indefinitely. What will take their 
place when, and if, this country is driven 
back finally upon its own resources, 
remains to be seen. Milk, the obvious sub- 
stitute, demands the co-operation of cows, 
and, even if foot-and-mouth disease ceases 
to take toll of the dairy. herds, the 
national “cow population ” is hardly as 
great as would be required. Beer has heen 
recommended by not less a person than 
Mr. de Valera himself. The twentieth 
century conscience, however, does not take 
kindly to the thought of beer as a 
breakfast beverage for growing children, 
while: its cost puts it beyond the reach 
of nine families out of ten. - Perhaps, the 
Government might be induced to remit 
the Excise duty, in view of the national 
necessity, but even then there would. be 
difficulties—for the brewing of beer 
demandr barley, and it looks very much 
as if all the available barley wil] be 
required for other purposes. Let us face 
the fact that this shortage of tea will be 
highly inconvenient, but that we must 
grin and bear it. Other countries have 


seemed to be nevessities of life, and do not 
enjoy even the comfort of immunity trom 
war. Every nation of Europe is suffering 
in greater or less degree, and Ireland 
cannot expect to remain untouched by 
discomfort of one sort or another. The 
scarcity of tea will be unpleasant, but it 
will not be a disaster. The moment of 
real danger will not come unti! the 
summer, when stocks of cereals run low; 
and by that time, please Heaven, the 
nation’s strength and intelligence will 
have devised a mearis to overcome what- 
ever crisis nay impend. 


Secondary Education 


People in this country are apt to be 
sharply divided in their opinions of the 
real purpose of secondary edycation. 
There are those who believe that the 
secondary schoo] should be a kind of 
junior university, a place where a boy, 
having received some groundwork of 
education in his primary school, will be 
given at least a nodding acquaintance with 
languages, ancient and modern, world 
literature and the sciences, so that the 
soil of his mind at least will be prepared 
for any further cultivation ‘hat he may 
choose to adopt; there are the rest who 
believe that to train him for his job 
ought to be the chief end and purpose. 
Recently Mr. A. H. Sparkhall Brown 
spoke to Dublin Rotarians more than less 
in favour of the latter doctrine. The art 
of handwriting, he said, is completely 
neglected in the secondary schools. 
Spelling and arithmetic are other matters 
which no longer are treated very seriously. 
Boys and girls are given a mass of assorted 
knowledge which they are not taught to 
control, Yet hand-writing and spelling, 
essential though they may be, surely are 
not subjects for the secondary schools. The 
curriculum in these establishments is 
already as large as the teachers can wisely 
make it, and it seems to us that, if Mr. 
Brown wishes to find the root and cause 
of all the deficiencies that he so justly 
deplores, he must go not to them, but to 
the primary schools. The job of the 
primary school, in the main, is to teach 
the child his three ‘“R’s’’—a difficult 
enough job if it is to be done thoroughly— 
and if, after six or seven years of 
wrestling with them, a normal child has 
not mastered them completely, there must 
be some fault in the system of teaching. 
Mr. Brown says that there is something 


‘wrong if a boy leaves school with a 


knowledge of co-ordinate geometry and 
calculus and yet cannot work out a simple 
problem in discount, or profit and loss, or 
even cannot add a column of figures 
correctly. We agree with him; but the 
fact that the children whom he has 
examined could display such a knowledge 
of co-ordinate geometry and calculus shows 
that the secondary teachers, at any rate, 
have not been wasting their time. It was 
to be presumed—and fairly—before the 
child had been presented to them for the 
study of these advanced subjects, he would 
have mastered, at least, such elementary 
problems as addition, subtraction and 
multiplication. Mr. Brown obviously is 
not in whole-hearted agreement with those 
who wish to make every educational 
establishment in the country a kind of 
technical school. By all means, he says, 
let the schools teach subjects of cultural 
value, subjects which would give the 
broadest and fullest type of education ; 
but, we would suggest to him, if the 
secondary schools are to devote themselves 
with any appreciable effect to this end, 
they cannot be expected to take over the 
work of the junior schools as well, and 
cram a ten years’ educational course into 
a period that rarely exceeds five or six.

“Laid Up” 


While controversy continues over the 
adeguacy or otherwise of the petrol 
allowances of doctors, clergymen and the 
great variety of other persons whose 
services have become essential to the 
life of the community, thousands of cars 
have been run into their owners’ motor- 
houses, their batteries removed, and their 
wheels raised from the ground. They 
have been “laid up’”’ for the duration of 
the emergency. Their owners have 
abandoned all thought of motoring till the 
war ends. Blocks have been inserted 
beneath their axles to save tyre wear, 
and, with the principal part of their 
electric equipment being resuscitated 
periodically by monthly charges in some 
distant garage, the cars themselves are 
immobile and inoperative. They used to 
be an advantage, bringing health and 
pleasure to their owners’ families and 
saving a great deal of time for those they 
served. Their value could be reckoned 
in poands, shillings and pence. In a 
financial crisis they were a realisable 
asset. To-day they are taking up an 
amount of space that might usefully be 
employed for stocks of coal, turf or 
wooden fuel. They convey no benefit to 
their owners, If an attempt were made 


to sell them, it is doubtful if any serious

bids would be made, and steadily their 
value, reckoned on a pre-war price basis, 
grows iess.

If, how- 
ever, the financial stringency is so acute 
by that time that the expense of motoring 
is beyond his means, he hopes that 
greatly enhanced prices will be offered 
for cars of all types in the revived motor 
market. He . hopes that, while the 
intrinsic value of his motor car steadily 
shrinks, its potential materia] value will 
steadily be rising.

ME CHURCHILL has prepared the 
House of Commons for some longer 
sittings, and members will probably have 
to sit four days a week instead of three, 
as they do now when they meet. 
reason is not far to seek, since the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer will bring in his 
Budget ere long, and will require more 
time than is at present afforded to explain 
its implications to the House and the 
country. | 

It will be the fourth of Sir Kingsley 
Wood’s experiments in high finance, and, 
as Britain is paying barely more than a 
third ot its expenditure from revenue, tt 
is obvious that the taxpayer must be pre- 
pared to pay more than he does at present. 
On the last occasion of a Budget speech 
the Chancellor asked for a vote of credit 
of one thousand million pounds when 
Britain was spending at the rate of twelve 
million pounds a day, but that sum has 
now increased to fourteen millions, and a 
further advance seems not unlikely. 


Good Friday 


The decision of the British Government 
that Good Friday is not to be kept as a 
holiday, but that Easter Monday shall be, 
is likely to be observed according to local 
feeling. Many business houses in London 
and the provinces will open for business 
on the Friday, while otgers will open 
during the morning only. In some places 
business will be suspended for the dav, 
and a Chamber of Commerce announces, 
where it has been the custom to close shops 
and other business premises on Good 
Friday, there is no need for any departure 
from that course this year, and recommend 
accordingly. 

Provided that people do not travel, the 
Government may have no objection to this, 
but insist that all road and rail com- 
munications must be kept clear of addi- 
tional passenger traffic. This is to apply 
to Easter Monday as well.

Domestic poultry-keepers in Britain are 
being informed by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture that the lower rations now in 
cperation will be in force for the second 
ration period from May Ist to July 3lst, 
and returns are being called for as to the 
number of poultry kept.

| thirteen to fifty birds are being advised 
to reduce the number to twelve, so that 
they may concentrate on feeding a smail 
flock efficiently on waste food, supple- 
mented by a ration of meal, with the 
object of producing eggs for consumption 
in their own and neighbouring households. 
In order to check applications for domestic 
poultry rations, test inspections are to be 
carried out, and it is the intention of the 
authorities to encourage a reduction in 
the number of birds to twelve, in which 
case the meal ration to supplement waste 
food will be fourteen nounds per bird per 
quarter. 


Flax Industry 


Lord de la Warr is the British Flax 
Controller, and it is related that the 
industry is being re-established in many 
arts of the country, and that the re- 
introduction of flax-growing er es to 
be of great importance to agriculture lists. 
The mee ben ye passed through “many 
vicissitudes in Britain, though it war once 
firmly established in Dorset ; but for vears 
the principal centre of manufgcture ha: 
heen in Northern Ireland, the raw 
material being imported from overseas. 
The revival of the industry on the King’s 
estate at Sandringham has encourage? 
production in other places, and its condi- 
tion at the moment is promising. 


Coal for Wheat 


More orders for Welsh steam coal for 
South America have been received in ‘the 
past few days, and, if the usual practice 
is followed. this will mean larger ship- 
ments of Argentine grain to Britain. since 
the vessels which take the coal “to South 
America generally bring back wheat on 
the return voyage. 

The coal export trade is being hampered 
to some extent by the higher cost, tho 
price of Welsh steam coal delivered at 
Buenos Aires having doubled since the 
beginning of the war, the price including 
the higher insurance rates, being abont 
65s. per ton, which compares wich the 
pre-war level of about 30s.; but, déspite 
the increase, there is a preference for 
Welsh coal. If shipping facilities are 
available, there is a possibility of the 
coal export trade to South America being 
expanded, and. in view of the twofold 
advantage of disposing of the coal and 


sidering steps to facilitate the trade.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY | 


Godfrey Brown 


Mr. E. Godfrey Brown, I hear, is to 
adjudicate the English singing competi- 
tions at the forthcoming Father Mathew 
Feis in the place of Miss Margaret Burke- 
Sheridan, who is indisposed, and a better 
alternative could not have been chosen. 

Mr. Brown is—certainly he ought to 
be—known to every music-lover in Ireland. 
Until the appointment of the late Mr. B. 
Walton O’Donnell two or three years ago 
he was conductor of the Belfast Wireless 
Symphony Orchestra, and in that capacity 
particularly he did very valuable service 
for music in the Northern capital. 

Many people, even in Dublin, will 
remember the admirable Saturday night 
concerts which for a number of years from 
about 1930 onwards his orchestra used to 
give in the Ulster and Wellington Halls 
alternately. 

To these concerts he brought some of the 
best-known singers and instrumentalists in 
Europe—people like Elizabeth Schumann, 
the late Edward Isaacs, Albert Sammons 
and Jelly d’Aranyi—and the charge for 
admission was only sixpence' There were 
a thousand seats at 6d.. and the remaining 
couple of hundred could be reserved for 
ls. 3d. 

Needless to remark, there was rarely a 
vacant seat. Indeed, it was always 
advisable to be at the hall a good half- 
hour before the time. The concerts were 
run by the B.B.C. in collaboration with 
the very progressive Belfast Corporation. 


Playing in the Heat 


I remember vividly the first time I met 
him—and no wonder. It was at a 
symphony concert in the B.B.C. studios 
at Belfast. and the guest artist of the 
evening was Victor Hely Hutchinson. The 
studio was very hot. 

Most of the members of the orchestra 
came in their shirt sleeves, and about a 
minute before the concert was due “ on 
the air” Mr. Brown arrived. He had 
discarded both jacket and waistcoat. His 
shirt, if I remember rightly, was open as 
far down as buttons would permit, and he 
was wearing a battered, but very 
comfortable-looking, pair of red bedroom 
slippers. ; 

Then, later on, came the famous Mr. 
Hutchinson to play a piano concerto. He 
also was in shirt ana trousers, and had 
his sleeves rolled up like a tennis player. 
It all looked very workmanlike and 
sensible, but hardly just what one expected 
to find, somehow, at the pukka B.B.C. 

I remember also that it was an ex- 
ceedingly good concert—far better, possibly, 
than it would have been if the performers 
had been choked up in collars, ties and 
coats, not to mention boiled shirts.

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[n the Museum 


These were winter affairs, but the 
summer was not barren oí music either 
so long as Godfrey Brown was about. 
Every Wednesday afternoon, as his 
musicians on that day gave a light weekly 
concert anyway at the studio, he took 
them up to the Belfast Museum, where 
people could come in and listen, and no 
charge at all was made. 

There used to be a general exodus from 
the Botanic Gardens on those afternoons 
to the Picture Gallery at -the Museum. 
The audience used to stand, or sit on the 
floor or on the stairs, when all the seats 
had been taken, and sometimes there was 
not even standing room. 

Mr. Brown was also conductor of the 
Belfast Philharmonic, and he has visited 
Dublin at least twice in recent years to 
conduct the Irish Radio Orchestra. He 
is now living in virtual retirement at 
Bangor, County Down. 


Some Army Slang

Following an air raid on the east coast 
by five Zeppelins on Friday night, a second 
raid took place on Saturday night by two 
airships, and on Sunday night a iurther raid 
by Zeppelins on the north-east coast of Eug- 
land and the eastern counties of Scotland. 

Fuller details are now available of Friday 
night's raid. The total casualty roll is 45 
killed and 66 injured. 

A Zeppelin, the L15, which was one of 
Friday night’s raiders, was damaged by 
our aircraft guns and was ubliged to descend. 
Its crew were taken prisoners.

The advance towards Addis Ababa, capital of Abyssinia, 
continues “' successfully '' from all directions, and the R.A.F. 
is attacking Italians wherever it can find concentrations of 


troops and transport. 


Little importance is attached in London to the announce- 
ment that British advanced elements are withdrawing around 
Mersa Brega, in Libya, writes a Press Association military 


correspondent. 


Italian and German mechanised units have 


been carrying out reconnaissances in this area, and, as the 
British have only light forces acting as mobile outposts, it has 
apparently been deemed advisable to withdraw them. This, it 
is said, can in no way threaten British consolidated positions 
in Libya, and it may well be that before long these small 
mechanised hostile forces may find themselves in a difhcult 


position. 


The operations are on a minor scale. 


PATROLS TEST DEFENCES 


-- 


The Cairo military spokesman last 
night said that operations in the Mersa 
Brega area of Libya consist of con- 
siderable patrol activity on the part of 
a small mixed Italian and German force 
of not more than 200 men. Motor 
transport vehicles and tanks are taking 
part in the fighting, which he described 
as ‘‘ mild skirmishing.”’ 

“The enemy most probably is merely 
trying to find out how far he can go 
before he is stopped, ' the spokesman 
added. 

One hundred and fifty miles of desert 
expanse he between Mersa Brega and 
Benghazi. 

The spokesman said that the Italian 
forces are not attempting to defend 
after the capitulation of 
Asmara. These forces have taken the 
main road to the South, and are at 
present in full retreat, closely pursued 
by the Imperial forces, and suffering a 
severe bombing from the R.A.F. 


RACE AGAINST RAINS 


“What. remains of the Abyssinian 
campaign is now a race against the 
rains,” the spokesman continued. 
According to the best military ethics 
a retreating army, such as that now 
in retreat from Asmara, would 
retire as quickly as possible to defended 
positions prepared by fresh troops in 
the rear. But there is no indication, 
he said, that fresh Italian troops are 
standing by for this purpose, since all 
their other available forces are closely 
engaged ny Imperial troops. 

The Itahan Army in Central Abys- 
sinia is immobilised by forces in the 
Debra Marcos area. The Eastern army 
is fighting; a rearguard action against 
the Imperial troops advancing towards 
Adis Ababa from Diredawa. In the 
West the Italian forces are retreating 
before an Imperial column, which 
started from Kurmuk, on the Sudan 
border. ‘The Southern army is also re- 
treating with British forces from the 
Yavello front in pursuit. 


IN THREE MONTHS 


The Press Association Special Corre- 
spondent, now at Asmara, says that it 
took three months of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the war in Africa to reach 
Asmara. British troops advanced more 
than 250 miles across country designed 
for defence, stubbornly pushing back 
an enemy more than twice their 
number, For ten weeks the Italians 
fought with more spirit than elsewhere 
in Africa, but, with the capture of 
Keren. they appeared to lose confidence, 
and their command were obviously 
rattled at the speed of our advance. 

The Italians, he says, had the 
advantage of tough native troops, used 
to the country. They are renowned 
fighters, but their spirit was broken 
at Keren by the stubbornness of the 
British and Indians. Between Keren 
and Asmara, the Italian High Com- 
mand appeared to pin its faith on the 
crack Savoy Grenadiers, and other 
white troops, freshly brought from 
Addis Ababa, but these quickly 
crumpled before the dash and deter- 
mination of the British forces. 

{hat the Eritrean campaign has 
virtually terminated before the rains 
come is due to the tremendous energy 
of the General commanding operations, 
who, although he drove the troops hard, 
never found response lacking. For 
the greater part of the time British 
soldiers were fighting on the tops of 
steep hills, two to four thousand feet 
high, yet they were always plentifully 
supplied with water, and all whom 
the correspondent asked said that the 
rations were astonishingly good. 


300 MILES OF WIRE 


The Signal Corps performed extra- 
ordinary feats throughout the cam- 
paign. During the battle of Keren 
alone they laid 300 miles of wire, keep- 
ing it in order over ground constantly 
swept by machine-gun fire and mortars. 
The sappers also were unusually 
prominent, since the rapid advance 
depended upon the speed with which 
they cleared the numerous blocks in 
the road. At all but one of these 
blocks, they had to work under fire, 
yet they cleared them within twelve 

ours 

In breaking through the fourth road 
block encountered, British troops de- 
stroyed a battalion of Savoy Grenadiers. 
Seventeen officers and 500 men were 
captured, including a Colonel, who was 
found hiding in a ditch. el] over 
100 Eritreans were taken. 

The British armoured vessels ad- 
vanced along the road to Asmara and 
Indian troops ranged over the hills on 
both sides, pushing the Italians off the 
heights. t the same time another

ORDER DOUBT 


A Khartoum message last- night 
said that it was not known whether 
the Asmara order to cease fire referred 
only to the Eritrean capital or to the 
whole of the colony. 

‘‘ Negotiations,” it added, ‘‘are 
understood tu be still in progress, and 
the fate of Massawa is apparently not 
yet settled.” 

It was stated that the Italian col- 
lapse at Asmara followed the piercing 
of a second road block between Keren 
and the capital on Monday. No other 
defences were encountered. | 

The Press Association says that with 
the collapse of Asmara the complete 
occupation of Abyssinia is brought 
nearer. The succession of recent 
reverses sustained by the Italian armed 
force: in all theatres of war strongly 
affected the moral of these forces in 
Errtrea and Abyssinia.

‘Air Force on March 3lst bombed a 
train at Welenchiti, on the Awash- 
Adoma section of the Addis Ababa 
Railway. Direct hits were made on 
road transport, and salvoes fell on 
lorries on the road between Awash and 
Adoma. Other attacks were made on 
the Addis Ababa-Dessie road. At 
Soroppa, north of Yavello, positions 
were heavily bombed and machine- 
gunned, and the Italians, who were 
surrounded surrendered. At Maji ad- 
ministrative buildings and defended 
areas were bombed.

OF FRANCE 


BRITAIN SAYS IT 
IS JUSTIFIED 


a 


RITAIN is justified in éxer- 
cising all her rights at sea, 
declared the British Ministry of 
Economic Warfare yesterday, in 
a statement regarding the 
blockade of France. 


The independence and neu- 
trality of unoccupied France 
cannot be admitted, it is stated. 


Were the French suggesting, 
Ministry ask, that a belligerent was 
not entitled to examine neutral ships 
to ascertain if they were carrying 
‘goods for, or from, the enemy? II so, 
it was contrary to the policy France 
had adopted in all her wars, and to 
the manner in which she had acted as 
the ally of this country in the last 
war and in the opening phase of the 
present one. 


EXAMINATION OF NEUTRAL 
SHIPS 


It was an established rule of inter- 
national law that neutral ships were 
bound to submit to lawful visit and 
search. 

Even if the French contention as to 
the status of unoccupied France—of a 
sovereign, independent State, and also 
that of a neutral—were admitted, **it 
would confer no immunity on French 
ships from the exercise of our belli- 
gerent rights." 

“In point of fact,” states 
Ministry, ‘‘the independence and neu- 
trality of | ng 0 France cannot, he 
admitted íor a moment. 

“ Not only are there the strongest 
reasons for suspecting that unoccupied 
France and French North Africa are 
regular channels for goods passing to 
and from actual enemy territory, but 
there are also strong grounds for the 
belief that goods become available to, 
or for the use of, the enemy in un- 
occupied France and French North 
Africa itself, and that the exports of 
unoccupied France and French North 
Africa are often on enemy account, or 
redound to the enemy’s benefit. 


THE ECONOMIC FIELD 


*“Unoccupied France was not inde- 
pendent. he was not technically 
neutral, nor had her policy been 
neutral in spirit, involving, as it did, 
close co-operation with the enemy in 
the economic field. 

“That this co-operation might be 
more or less forced on France did not 
alter the fact. On the other hand, the 
French authorities had gone out of 
their way to erect every possible 
obstacle against the exercise by this 


the 


country of its lawful belligerent 
rights. 
“The authorities in unoccupied 


France are being forced to take every 
sort of measure to aid the German 
and Italian war effort. They are im- 
porting—probably in consultation with 
the enemy—goods from their colonies, 
and allowing large quantities of these 
imports to go through to the enemy. 
“* They are even sending such goods 
direct to Italian ports in French ships, 
and are allowing their ships to trade 
with the occupied zone. 
_ Industries in unoccupied France 
itself are known to be working for the 
enemy, turning out products which 
directly assist the enemy’s warlike 
activities. Every sort of German inter- 
ference with French indust designed 
to increase the efficiency of the German 
war machine is being tolerated. 


** JUSTIFIED ”’ 


“It is a lamentable, but undeniable, 
fact that the French authorities are 
being exploited. They are being forced 
to co-operate in measures which are 
directly aimed at the Allied cause, and 
which delay the hour of France’s 
revival. France is, in fact, effectively 
controlled by the enemy. 

"“ In the circumstances, His Majesty's 

Government are fully justified in exer- 
cising all their rights for economic war- 
fare purposes. 
., In doing so they are not acting 
illegally or arbitrarily. Once it became 
clear that unoccupied France was not 
a free agent it became a necessity for 
Britain to use her full belligerent rights 
against France.” 


FRENCH SHIPPING 


The Ministry also answer Admiral] 
Darlan’s ‘‘ one-sided account of our 
treatment of French shipping.”’ 

They point out that at the time of the 
French collapse there were nearly 
250,000 tons of British and Allied ship- 
ping in French ports which was wrong- 
fully detained. 

Some of the vessels, such as the 
Norwegian tanker Jaspis, had been 
forcibly taken into French possession, 
and sent by Vichy to ports within 
enemy control. | 
_ Despite the shipping difficulties placed 
in our way by Vichy, and the vital 
necessity for maintaining our blockade 
of Germany, we had followed a very 
tolerant policy towards shipping under 
the French flag. No attempt had been 
made to interfere with the trade from 
Algeria and Tunisia to Marseilles: 


FOODSTUFFS 


There was ample evidence that the 
majority of foodstuffs arriving even in 
unoccupied France were promptly re- 
quisitioned by the enemy. It had been 
admitted by  pro-Vichy merchant 
officers that 60 per cent. of the ground- 
nuts carried from Dakar to Marseilles 
fell into enemy hands. 

The following ships with their 
cargoes had been intercepted by the 
Navy and were now in British hands: 

ntay (400 tons’ of rubber), from 
Indo-China. 

Chantilly (rubber) and Charles 
Plumier (ground-nuts). The Sally 
Maérsk was actually carrying cargo 
for Italy. 

“But even in cases where the cargo 
was less dangerous to our war effort,” 
states the Ministry, “ we are amply 
justified in putting French ships into 
our service in retaliation for the con- 
tinued detention of the British and 
Allied ships by the French. 

“We know that the French detain 
these ships in obedience to the order 
of the Armistice Commission; we 
know that the French are using their 
own ships in the interest of the Axis.

WINDOWS BHOEEN BY 
EXPLOSION

ROSSLARE. 


Windows were shattered and houses 
shaken over a three-mile radius when 
the drifting mine washed ashore and 
exploded on the beach at Ballytrent, 
near Greenore Point on the south-east 
Wexford coast. A young man walking 
along the beach some distance away 
was knocked down by the blast, but 
escaped injury. 

A second mine was washed ashore in 
the same place later in the day. It was 
observed by a member of the L.D.F. 
and reported to Rosslare Harbour 
military and Gardai. A cordon of 
military with fixed bayonets were 
immediately thrown round the area and 
spectators forbidden to approach. 
Residents of houses in the vicinity were 
evacuated. Then a machine-gun party 
opened fire on the mine and exploded 
it. Many windows were broken, and 
portion of the ceiling of a house 
collapsed.

SENATORS’ VIEW OF

In the Senate yesterday, on the 
Committee stage of the Children’s 
Bill, 1940, Senator M. HAYES moved 
an amendment, which asked the 
Minister to make regulations prescrib- 
ing that no person shall be appointed 
to teach in a certified solad except 
under the same conditions of pay and 
service as in primary schools. i 

Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Educa- 
tion, said that the Commission of In- 
guiry had recommended that all these 
teachers be put on the same basis as 
the national teachers, and this had 
been accepted by the Government, but 
the war had put a stop to it. The 
scheme, he said, would cost £29,000 
for the first year. 

The amendment was carried by 22 
votes to 19. 

The Committee and other stages of 
the bill were passed. 

The Committee stage of the Slieve 
Ardagh Coalfield Development Bill was 
taken. 

Senator T.. FORAN moved an 
amendment to secure that rates of pay 
and conditions of employment should 
be regulated by agreements made be- 
tween the representatives of the em- 
ployés and the company. | 

Senator E. LYNCH said that a like 
provision had been inserted in other 
measures. “The Senate should be told 
the reason for the departure from that 
precedent. 

Senator J..G. DOUGLAS considered 
that these matters could be far better 
dealt with by commonsense arrange- 
ment between properly-constituted 
trades unions and employers than in 
any other way. The company would 
be in exactly the same position as any 
other as far as wages and collective 
bargaining were concerned. 

Mr 8. MacENTEE (Minister for 
Industrv and Commerce) said that the 
men who would be trusted with the 
task of running the company would 
be persons in whose capacity they 
could have confidence. e believed 
they would have the same attitude as 
he had towards trades unions—that 
the employés should se fair wages 
and fair conditions. he amendment 
might create legal differences, and 
they might have a number of groups 
claiming to represent the workers, 

Senator Sir JOHN KEANE regarded 
the amendment as dangerous and em- 
barrassing to the management of the 
mines and the workers. — 

Senator BAXTER said that they 
should give such conditions to the 
workers as would provide them with a 
decent standard of living, and get 
away from the thought of a struggle 
between employers and employes.

The Committee and remaining 
stages of the bill were agreed to, and 
the House adjourned until 5 o’clock 
to-day.

Mr. Phelps, K.C.. who, with Mr. Tobias 
(instructed by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and 
Co.), appeared for Messrs. Thomas Dockrell, 
Son and Co., Ltd.. said that his clients 
were well known as having carried on 
business for over @ hundred years as 
timbe~, cement, paint, glass and hardware 


merchants, and as auctioneers and house 
and estate agents. 
The defendant company, which he 


described as a “mushroom” company, had 


heen incorporated in October, 1940, as, 
inter alia, money-lenders, hankers. debt 
collectors, valuers, brokers, house and 


estate agenis, auctioneers, and dealers in 
all kind of goods. The memorandum of 
association had heen signed by Peter 
Tiernan 4 Pembroke place. Dublin. who 
was described as a law clerk, and Agnes 
Kileen Grace, 18 Grosvenor square, Rath- 
mines, Dublin, who was descri as a 
typist. They had floated the company on a 
capital of 1,000 £1 shares, none of which 
had been issued. 
The plaintiff company learned of the 
existence of the new company for the first 
time on November 21st last. when the new 
company applied in the District Court for 
a moneyrlender's licence, and the plaintiff 
company took exception io the name. and 
subsequently the application for she licence
